ments, covered in cloth, fall-down ld protecting top edges, 
lettered with dates and title 


* A magnificent series of letters, indispensable to the biographer 


of Arnold Bennett and of the greatest value to the social 
historian of London in the post-war years. ‘They record, with 
shrewd and humorous and often extremely outspoken comments, 
the daily life of a most remarkable man, who though frequently 
ailing and a perpetual sufferer from insomnia, managed to 
know “everybody” in the literary, theatrical and musical 
circles of London, to act as Director of more than one theatre, 
to spend practically every night of his life in company and to 
write on an average 1,000 words a day of literature or journal- 
ism throughout the year; probably no other English author 
but Robert Browning lived so full a social life—and Browning 
had far fewer other interests than Bennett. We hear much 
of the plays and novels; we learn, for instance, who was the 
original Lord Raingo, and how another peer liked it to be 
supposed that he was; we hear which plays were successful 
and which were not; occasionally we read of difficulties with 
actors and actresses and managers—of an enormous row, for 
instance, with one of the latter, who was utterly defeated. ‘The 
progress of “ Imperial Palace” is carefully recorded, and the 
visits to the Savoy, at which the author gathered his material 
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Lot 600—continued, 
are described with gusto; the whole heey! was open to him 
and he collected information stiff with fanciful details. 

There is much in the letters about recreation, particularly 
yachting, of which A.B. was very fond, and travel; southern 
France, Portugal, Cornwall and many other pleasant places are 
visited, generally by car or yacht; in England he plays tennis 
and he dances everywhere, finding himself on one occasion 
gravely inconvenienced by not knowing how to tango, and on 
another that he terribly needed dancing lessons. But above ail 
he goes to evening entertainments, concerts, prize fights, films 
and plays of every kind, from musical comedy to the most 
high-brow of modern plays—nothing comes amiss, though the 
reality does not always come up to the anticipation; a New 
Year’s Eve dinner is noisy, vulgar and costly; a play by a 
famous dramatist gives him 3 hours 50 minutes of the most 
intense tedium; another play—not by the same author—is 
partly Al, partly C3, and the rest tolerable; and a certain 
quartet can be characterized only by an epithet popularized by 
Mr. Bernard Shaw; on the other hand, a famous war play is des- 
cribed as very good indeed and jolly well acted, and a juggler 
at the Palladium gives intense pleasure, and is quite in the 
classical tradition. 

We hear much of the writer’s domestic affairs, and iearn 
a good deal of his characteristics, particularly his devotion to 
system; he tries hard to make his nephew as methodical as 
himself, insists on him writing every week a letter which always 
has to arrive by the same post on the same day, so that it 
might be answered at once in an hour specially allotted to it. 
He gives a generous allowance, but expects an exact account 
of expenditure, drawn up in a form approved by himself. 
He himself lives by rule, giving up a definite part of cach 
day to work and exacting from himself a definite output, as 
if he were at once an Egyptian taskmaster and a Hebrew . 
bricklayer. A curious feature of the letters is the method of 
address and signature; they generally start “ My dear Rich.” 
sc are signed A.B. in a kind of monogram, but other openings 
are “ Honoured Sire,” “ Moucher,” “ Sweet Sir,” and so on; 
one aia is signed “ Arnold Benedetto ” ; : always the signature 
is preceded by “the words Your (adjective) uncle, the adjective 
varying in the most unconventional manner from letter {o 
letter—the uncle. being in turn commencing, frivolous, 
basking, occupied, filming, futile, and many 
sometimes alas damaged, insomniac, migrainish or neuralgic—- 
occasionally some remarkable compound, like “‘ your masculine 
thank God uncle” after the irritating visit of a female relative 
who had eriticized his house for lacking the feminine touch ; 
in the very last letter of all he is, with tragic prescience, 
-obsolescent. 

There are many glimpses of the great; after an evening with 
four very famous members of the Houses of Parliament, the 
host and Bennett agree that they have seen Hell with the lid 
off! A well-known peer thinks that he could re-write the Four 
Gospels but finds on making the attempt that he cannot manage 
the dialogue; the holder of a title proves to be a nice ignorant
